Pulp and Paper- Institute 
Doing Major Research

Confidential studies of chemical 
pulps, studies of the "hardness" 
of high yield chips, these arc just 
two of the many research projects 
completed by the Pulp and Paper 
Research Institute of Canada, lo- 
cated on University Street on the 
edge of the Campus. 

The forerunner of this research 
Institute in Montreal was the Fo- 
rest Products Laboratories of Ca- 
nada, established in 1913. At that 
time, their only connection with 
McGill was the fact that the; build- 
ing they occupied was the properly 
of the University. 

In the early I920's a Chair of Cel- 
lulose Chemistry was established 
at McGill which projected the Uni- 
versity in/o the field of pulp and 
paper research'. At thr same time, 
the. Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 



sociation made an agreement with 
the Government whereby they 
would assist In increasing the 
amount of work done, relating to 
pulp, and paper in the Forest Pro- 
ducts Laboratories. 

The Pulp and Paper division of 
the Forest Products Laboratories, 
(connected with the Government) 
a division of Industrial and Ccllu- 
lose Chemistry, (connected with 
McGill) and Hie Canadian Pulp 
fliul Paper Association moved into 
the building on University Street, 
Known as the Research Institute, 
the building was formally opened 
In 1929 by the Governor General. 
Viscount Willingdon.

Cancelling 

The announcement on Tuesday that the 
Winter Carnival was to be completely can- 
celled came as a great disappointment to the 
majority of students on the campus and prob- 
ably even greater disappointment to the ninny 
contestants for Cnrnival Queen. 

It has become the usual practice in the last 
few years to regard the various events of the 
^Carnival as a welcome relief in the tension of 
studies during the winter months and a chance 
to have some relaxation and exercise before 
the cxamination'study period begins.

The reasons given by the committee for its 
decision to cancel all the events arc very in- 
teresting in thnt they throw into relief some 
of the basic tendencies of the bigger extra- 
curricular activities in the last few years. The 
whole basis for the' argument for cancelling 
thé Carnival instead of* deferring it to n later 
date is that the Carnival is the type of event 
which simply cannot be postponed because of 
Its scope and the variety of its preparations. 
Visiting teams, contracts, publicity arrange- 
ments all are arranged weeks, and months in 
gome cases, before the acturil event takes 
place. 

One committee member argued at the ex- 
ecutive meeting that he had arranged for 'a 
window' at one of the big department stores 
and it would be impossible to get it at n Inter 
date, implying one would suspect that the loss 
of such n medium of publicity would be in- 
valuable to the success of the Carnival. An- 
other stated the view, which seemed to find 
almost universal ncceptnnce amongst others 
at the same meeting, thnt if the Carnival was 
ghortencd to only the two dnvs and the 'For- 
:,um Night' was left out the result would be 'a

negative publicity to the institution of The 
McGill Winter Carnival would be more than 
/could be tolerntcd. Other arguments included 
the unpredictable weather at the end of Feb- 
ruary which would be a hard factor to face 
but somehow this seems, to be a little short 



especially after the treatment we have been 
receiving from the elements of late. 
However, since a vote taken at'thc executive 
meeting showed every committee member un- 
animously in favour of dropping the whole 
carnival, it would seem thnt there wns little 
enthusiasm for the possibility of planning a 
carnival which would include a 'Mountain 
Night,' a Carnival Cabaret, a ski trip up 
north and a Cnrnival Bnll plus other minor 
sports competition events with whatever 
teams could be assembled. 

Now this is the point that students gen- 
erally might question. The Carnival is essen- 
tially an event for the students of McGill. 
not visiting teams, the good people of Mont- 
real or out of town visitors. To a great extent 
student money is invested in the Carnival and 
students expect some use of the money thus 
used. The Mountain night, the ski trip, the 
Dance and the Cabaret are tile few events 
that the great majority of students pnrticipnte 
in nnd from which they get real benefit, And 
yet strangely enough these arc the events that 
require a minimum of contracts and without 
too much difficulty could be postponed. 
However, from the Carnival's viewpoint and 
the view of Chairmnn John Cnmbell the 
chief reasons for complete cancellation of 
plans for the Carnival was that visiting teams, 
invited for the coming weekend would be un- 
able to conic another time,' Again it must be 
stressed that from the student viewpoint the 
value of the .Carnival lies more with the 
chance to pnrticipnte in some form of reten- 
tion or sport than in watching visiting teams 
display their ability. 

. The argument, that the loss of presliec en- 
countered by the Carnival if a shortened 
activity were planned would be too great, 
again will seem pretty supermini to manv 
students. If any student activity hns reached 
the place where its prestige anil the loss of it 
can bring about its cancellation, pcrhnps it is 
time to form a new concept of that activity. 
It is not difficult to sympathise with manv of 
the committee members in that thev have' re- 
ceived great disappointment in the 'disruption 
of their plan* and all their work but on .the 
o her hand the student bodv for which the 
plans are formed in the first place ought to 
be the prime consideration in anv cancellation 
of such plans.

The Managing Board of "Old McGill '52" 
was happy to see that Mr. Bergen not only 
wrote n student forum in objection to the 
motion which has been placed before the stu- 
dent body, but that he also added construc- 
tive criticism to his article. The ideas that he 
has brought forth were well taken and were 
at one time, many months ago, under con- 
sideration. It was found, however, that the 
idea of having two separate issues, one for the 
graduates and one for undergraduates, will 
not reduce the unit cost of the annuals because 
the major portion of the costs arc in the mak- 
ing of the plates, and at any rnte, the pnges 
ll iat are of interest to the graduates only, 
lakes up a very small portion of the book. 
We fear that his estimate of one dollar or 
less per paperbound edition, is only a beau- 
tiful dream and cannot be based on rèality. 

It is the policy of the managing board to 
make this year's Yearbook a book of interest 
to the entire student body. It will bè a graphic 
record of student life (primarily the life of the 
Undergraduate at McGill) during the 19.M- 
1952 session. 

"Old McGill" has been improving even- 
year in this and all other respects, and we feel 
that its appeal will be univcrsnl to the point 
which warrants the proposed* increased in fees.

Synthetic Music in Films 

Animated Abstractions 



A young man of Intensely aesthe- 
tic tastesr though not one of those 
who claim they can taste blue and 
hear yellow, Is Norman McLaren, 
producer of animated films for the 
National Film Board. Mr. McLaren 
will be visiting and speaking to 
Faculty of Architecture this Satur- 
day. 

Scottish born, thirty-six year old 
McLaren. Is a tall, spare, deter- 
mined-looking man with mutinous 
locks, shcll-rlmmcd glasses, a dusky 
brown suit and black sweater 

He does his work In the rambling 
animation studios of the National 
Board in Ottawa. His studio looks 
something like a department store 
stockroom after thc Christmas rush. 
Films Acclaimed 
Not content to rest on the acclaim 
that three of his films, "Hen Hop." 
"Flddle-de-Dee" and "Begone Dull 
Care," rerelved this year at Euro- 
pean festivals, he 1» hard at work 
on a new abstract film— "Atom 
Ballet," which will use synthetic 
music throughout. 

McLaren knows that his unortho- 
dox ideas on movie making arc 
questioned by commercial pro- 
ducers. But in speaking of his re- 
cent film. "Fiddle-de-Dee," he. says, 
'To try to appreciate it with the 
Intellect is beside thc point. Its sole 
/unction, in relation to a program 
of- serious films, is to give the In. 
tellcct a rest. It should divert the 
ear with its music and the eye with 
Its dancing patterns and textures. 
It should thus speak to the senses 
alone;* 

His Interest in film-making dates 
back eighteen years to the Glasgow 
School of Art, where he was a stu- 
dent, specializing in Interior design. 
He devoted all his spare time to 
film-making and organized film 
showings of early Russian classics. 
It was at this period that he took 
an interest in the futuristic paint- 
ing which is shown in his recent 
films 

New Technique 
Recently he began to experiment 
with producing sound synthetically, 
by photographing drawings of mu- 
sical vibrations right on to the

sound track. In the normal method 
of producing sound, the sound 
waves created by musical Instru- 
ments are transferred Into elec- 
trical impulses which are then 
transformed into visible black and 
white patterns on the eldge of the 
movie film. 

For thc sound In "Atom Ballet." 
his newest film, he uses a set of 
zebra - striped cards which are 
photographed "right on to the sound 
track. Each card represents a note 
In the scale and the quality of the 
tone— its volume, duration-can be 
controlled by a cardboard shutter. 
This gives a symphonic orchestra 
effect but the music has Its own 
"abstract" quality. 

McLaren has his own philosophy 
on U)is, "I like to look on this new 
medium as a. fresh instrument in 
itself, with a new set of Inherent 
qualities and limitations all Its 
own. .As' a matter of fact, H a 
rhythmic Instrument It Is superior 
to any traditional Instruments as 

far as subtlety, speed or complexity 
are concerned." 

FOUR STEPS 
He attribute* the conception and 
the execution ot his work to 



things. Firstly, he attempts to keep 
at a minimum the technical mech- 
anism which stands between his 
conception and the finished product 
Secondly, he believes In the per- 
sonal handling of the mechanisms 
that do remain so as to préserva 
thc intimacy of the artist and hla 
medium. 

Thirdly, by the limiting of these 
mechanisms, when brought in touch ' 
with the theme, he is furnished 
with the growing point for visual 
Ideas. And finally he always mam* 
tains the possibility of improvisa» 
tlons at the moment of shooting or 
drawing'. 

Animated films, such as the* ones 
produced by Norman McLaren, 
open up a new field of tonal and 
musical . expression freed from tha 
ordinary laws of acoustics; and they 
create an Imaginative clnematlo 
paradise without gravity, substance 
and continuity. 

• With such an absorbing career, 
McLaren has little need for hobbies. 
He does find time, however, for 
relaxing and listening to his fins 
collection of records which range 
from thirteenth century European 
music to modern jive. 




Did you know that McGill houses 
the most, important collection of 
old books In Canada; that on this 
campus you' can find manuccrlpts 
from the Middle Ages, or a first edi- 
tion -of Burton's "Anatomy of Me- 
lancholy" in the same room as a 
working library of the history of 
medicine and science? 

The Osier Library Is the name 
of this unusual room, a library 
whose name is unfortunately only 
vaguely familiar to most McGlll 
studerits, but very well known 
abroad. The library is located on

called the Prima, contains In chro- 
nological order the pioneer contri- 
butors to medicine and science. 
There arc sixty-seven authors re- 
presented, ranging from Hippo- 
crates to the nineteenth century. 

Osier always tried to obtain the 
first edition of the main work in 
each subject. Thc cornerstone of the 
library is a Boston edition, 1862. of 
Sir Thomas Browne's "Rcliglo 
Mcdl'cl". It was the second book 
Osier ever bought— he was then 18. 
Wrote Dr. Francis: "That copy went 
with him everywhere, even to his

thrf fourth floor of the Med. build- 
ing. It looks like someone's personal 
study, as actually it is the per- 
sonal collection of Sir William 
Osier, one of the two Canadian phy- 
sicians of world wide reputation, 
(the other being Sir Frederick 
Banting). 

Osier was born in Ontario In 
1849 and graduated In medicine 
at McGlll in 1872. At the age of 
twenty-five he was appointed pro- 
fessor of physiology and pathology 
here, where he niade such a repu- 
tation that he became, a professor 
of medicine, first at Philadelphia, 
then Baltimore, and finally at Ox- 
ford. He died there in 1919 at the 
age of seventy 

All his life Oiler was a book 
lover, Interested In the history of 
medicine, and at Oxford hé had 
the time lo plan a special library 
which he hoped, "would have a 
definite educational value and a 
literary and historical Interest," 
' We have that library here. It 
contains 11,000 volumes, which 
Oiler classified uniquely In an an- 
notated catalogue. Osier had re- 
marked that he wanted "ten years 
of not too senile leisure" to com- 
plete his collection and his cata- 
logue. These years were not granted 
to him, but he appointed fôur of 
his close friends to finish and edit 
the work, one of whom was his 
favorite godson, W. W. Francis, 
now Librarian of thc Osier Library. 

In the catalogue books arc group- 
ed in eight sections, and the books 
in the library arc alsn arranged in 
those sections. The chief section, 



funeral, by which time he had 

called his 'life-long mentor.' " 

Thc second section of the collec- 
tion, contains works of authors not 
classed as pioneers. The. third, called 
Lltlcrarla, contains a variety of 
books on medicine and literary 
works by physicians. As Dr. Fran- 
cis put It; "Besides the Browne col- 
lection. It is rich In Burton, Rabe- 
lais, Ulrich von Hutten,— not to 
mention an astonishing variety of 
bad poetry by good physiclansl" 
Modern books on history, biography 



and bibliography make up the next 
three sections. 

Most valuable In ri liars is the 
seventh section which contains 
about 138 books printed In the 15th 
century. These books aré very rare, 
and beautifully decorated by hand 
as if in competition with the earlier 
medieval manuscripts. 

Manuscripts, including several 
from thc Middle Ages, comprise the 
last section. The oldest is from 
ancient Assyria, written in cunle- 
form on clay. It gives prescriptions 
for a disease of the eye, and even 
bears the name and address of the 
medical student who owned it aboiil! 
700 B.C. 

The room which now houses 
these books is a comfortable, wood 
panelled study that Invites you to 
browse around. At the end of the 
room, in an alcove, is a portrait in 
bronze of Osier, and behind this 
are his ashes, for he wanted to be 
buried among the books he Joved

Points are scored 
when any part of the body Is hit. 
Nowadays hits arc often recorded 
by electrical devices In the prongs 
of the epee. 

Last but not least of the three, 
M the sabre, an adaption of an old 
cavary weapon and used by the 
Germans and Russians, The front 
of the weapon has a cutting edge 
while only part of the tip is sharp. 
As wounds in the battles of yester- 
year were usually In the head, 
trunk and arms, so it has remained 
and today point sare scored at these 
positions. ' 

Three trophies arc up for com- 
petition in the Final Duel. There 
is, as previously mentioned, one 
donated to the team with the high- 
est score. 

Next there Is one for the top per- 
lormer. This was copped by Bernie 
Gordon last year, who will be out 
to retain his award as will Ted 
Reld, also a member of last year's 
quartet.

infiltrated Into the hearts and

of nobility; public figures rise in 
office through popular election, not 
through a rigidity of descent." 

"For Britons, however, the mon- 
arch is a symbol of a nation's 
strength and virtue — a rallying 
point. When that monarch dies, his 
subjects regard the death with 
more import than the passing of 
a great man, an able statesman. 
The death of a monarch means the 
death of an Individual beyond re- 
proach and above the squabbllngs 
of public office. . The passing of 
quiet, steady, unassuming King 
George VI of England, then, comes 
as a great shock to the subjects ot 
Brl'ain's now-dwindling empire." 

"George won the hearts nf his 
people for his unremitting refusal 
to leave England for safe naven 
abroad during the years of danger 
during the Second World War. He 
filled his function- as well as any 
ng could have done— he, with 
s wartime Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill, inspired the British 
people with courage and pride."
